Det. Lt. Harry Michaelis and 
Det. Ernest Berrisford of Hamil­ 
ton Towmship gave this account 
of the events: 
Late Saturday night, the sus­ 
pects,

ship looking for a place to rob. 
They had a liquor store in mind, 
but when it was closed they turn­ 
ed to a delicatessen instead. 
Two of the suspects. Souder and 
Hoogerwerff, walked into the store 
owned by Winfield Hill, 33. on

SOI.ARSKY 


La lor St.. 
Hamilton. Township. 
They drank soda and then pulled 
a gun on Hill and his wife. Helen. 
They scooped up $75 in cash and 
fled. 
Solarsky 
and 
MeLachlan 
were supposed to be waiting out­ 
side, When the two left the store, 
their getaway car was gone as the 
signals were crossed. 
The two in the car. and the 
other two made their way separ­ 
ately to the Kails Township home 
of Solarsky. There, they divided 
the $75 loot. 
In the meantime, witnesses re­ 


ported the car to police and it 
was discovered to a car stolen 
from Trenton. 


Caught In Morrisvllle 


Later the four were spotted in 
MofrisviHe in the stolen car. They 
were apprehended and lodged in 
the Morrisville jail overnight 
as 
the investigation continued. 
The gun used in the robbery 
was owned by Otterson, police 
said. 
I nder questioning the four sus­ 
pects. all of whom have records, 
admitted they had really 
been 


planning “something big.” 
They had discussed robbing the 
Fort Dix payroll. From informa­ 
tion supplied by ex-serviceman Ot­ 
terson they had decided to drive 
into the huge Army base an take 
the cash from a jeep which car­ 
ries it to separate units on the 
post. The jeep always carries arm­ 
ed soldiers. 
Two ol the suspects, MeLachlan 
and Souder. reportedly made a 
blood-brother pack Ivefot’e the rob­ 
bery by cutting their wrists and
